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CALLING ALL SFF RESEARCHERS 


The term "research" conjurs up too often the image of dry-as-dust 
scholars poring over musty manuscripts. This is unfortunate, for the 
term means very simply "to search repeatedly, carefully, thoroughly." 

The ardent cook who has to go through many recipe books to find just 
the right one and who then carefully follows the instructions for an 
unusual dish is really involved in research; and so is her stamp¬ 
collecting husband as he studies the historical background of his 
favorite hobby. Research need not be dull and tedious and it will not 
be if we are truly interested in the project - that makes all of the 
difference. 

The SFF Research Committee is interested in investigating any and all 
aspects of psychical and spiritual occurrences, faculties, and theories 
that bear upon our search for heightened awareness of our being and of 
God's purposes. Surely, every member of SFF is interested? Therefore, 
everyone will want to participate in our research. 

Area chairmen will be hearing very shortly about their vital role in our 
plans for a constantly expanding and dynamic research program. We need 
and solicit ideas for possible research projects; we ask you to support 
your Area Chairman and local Research Chairman as they work with the 
national Research Committee. We of SFF have a real commitment to deepen 
our knowledge of spiritual and psychic concerns and that commitment 
demands study, prayer, meditation, and research. As we progress in our 
work, SFF members will learn of our projects and results through the 
Newsletter, Journal, and special reports. But if there are to be 
projects, results, advancement of knowledge — in short, if there is to 
be research , we must have your help.
